| We Must Not Forget the Precedents Her 


Majesty’s Gevernment Have Estab- 
lished—The Ex-Governor’s Opinion of 


Bismarck’s Action Regarding the 
Lasker Resolution.

NEw YorK, Maren 3.—Gen. Benjamin F. But- 
ler sat in an easy chair in his apartments at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel yesterday when a corre- 
spondent of the Post-DIsPATOH called, The ex- 
Governor of the Bay State appeared to be in the 
best of health and spirits. He wore a Prince Al- 
bert coat, on the lapel of which rested a single 
rose bud. 

“Are you willing, General,” asked the reporter 
“to give the Post-DIsPATCH any suggestion upon 
the subject of the use of dynamite and the right 
of England to demand of America that she shall 


interfere in the matter?” 3 

a, BY all rules of civilized warfare,” he replied, 
the use 2 made of dyuamite cannot de jus ti- 
fied. Yet all weapons of offense and defense 
have been used sora? by the fanatics of 
weaker parties in all civilized and insurrectionary 
contests. Sometimes the stronger party uses 
weapons Of such a nature. An example of this is 
readily seen in the letting loose by England dur- 
ing the war of the revolution of the Indians, 
Savages with their tomahawks and scalping 
Knives upon the defenceless men and women 
of our borders not in arms, and 
giving premiums for scalps. That was justified 
inthe Britisn Parliament on the ground that 
Greyt Britain has the right to use all weapons 
thag the God of nature puts into her power.“ An

INOFFENSIVE WOMEN AND CHILDREN, 
I think that men of tue North believe that these 
acts were committed by the cranks of the Confea- 
eracy. We did not claim ta hold the Confederate 
Government respousibie, but we did try to have 
England prevent her provinces being used as 
headquarters for such operations. The reply of 
England always was that ‘the law of nations only 
recoghized us as a neutral power to see to it that 
no armed expedition, either by land or water, 
suould leave our shores to attack you. We are 
not responsible and cannot be called upon to 
prevent the sporadic and individual enterprise of 
rapine or murder, and we had to be content 
with this answer. We also had to be content dur- 
ing the war ot the rebellion with 
the same answer in regard to 
to making Nassau a depot of contraband’ goods 
and of arms to be smuggled into the Confederacy. 
Nor did England even do her duty under the law 
of nations. She allowed the Alabama, built, 
equipped and manned with English sailors, to go 
out and prey upon our commerce. Her plea was 
tat her laws were not sufficient. to prevent such 
oulrages. Weasked her to change her loss and 
enact others similar to those which were passed 
during the Crimean war, to preserve our neutrall-

that France was obliged to content herself with 
the same answer when the bombs of Orsini were 
bullt in Birmingham for the very same purpose 
for which they were used. Orsini and his asso- 
elutes threw them from the chamber of a house 
into the street for the purpose of killing the Em- 
peror and Empress, They escaped unhurt, but 
156 inoffensive men, women aud children were 
either killed or wounded, and when afterwards 
Bernard, one of Orsini’s accomplices, was 
arrested in England for his complicity ia 
these conspiracies he was triumphantly 
acquitted by a British jury upon the assertion o 
his advocate that an Englishman would never 
consent to convict a free man because of his en- 
deavor to remove atyrant from his people, and 
when Napoleon asked the Euglish Goverument to 
make a conspiracy to take the life ofa foreign 
potentate a felony, Palmerston's ministry, on 
making the project of sucha law, was driyen 
from power by the English people.“ 

“But will England make a demand upon the 
United States?” 

“I see it is so stated by the English newspapers. 
But am very curious to know 
what such a demand could be 
or how it would be framed. One suggestion is 
that Englaud might require that a treaty be en- 
tersd into, making certain acts crimes under the 
municipal law. It might be sufficient to say 
nowever, that We don’t legislate our municipal 
laws by treaties, and America will not recon- 
struct her municipal law at the demand of any 
foreign power,” 

“But what law should we make by treaty that 
dynamite should not be manufactured here?“ 

„Well, itis used for many necessary purposes, 
and such a law would certainly never do, 
sides, we should 

HAVE TO MAKE A LAW 

against all explosives, for chemistry has brought 
to our Knowledge many others quite as effective 
as dynamite, and sume of which can be brought, 
in proportion to the explosive power, into much 
more complete form. Does England want a law 
providing that all exports should be examined for 
the safety of her people? Why does she not have 
a law requiring that her imports should be exam- 
ined for Lue same oviect, and then our exportation 
will be of small consequence? But lt doesn’t 
seem useful to discuss what laws might be made, 
because in my judgment it is 
not . consistent with tne honor, dignity 
and power of the United States Government to 
undertake to enact any law for the protection of 
a foreign power, either from another power or 
from its own citizens who may have been driven 
by acts of legal vengeance into doing in retalia- 
tion What no man could justify. If England de- 
sires that we should protect her from Ireland she 
must permit us to do it in gur own Way. In that 
case we should do it very effectually by freein 

Ireland from her rule, and no more dynamite wil 

be improperiy exploded by an Irishman in Great 
Britain. As it is impossible for us to protect her 
people from these horrible catastrophes In the 
best way we should decline to undertake what i 

not our duty, by either tne comity or the law o

“I Was very much 
mazed wien I beard of young Tiller’s 
ig haul.“ said Mr. Joseph Temple, late 
agent of the Pacific Express Company, this moru- 
ing. ‘‘Liook him iuto the office which I was in 
charge of, and gave him the uhimportant posi- 
tion of check clerk, worth say $35 per mouth. 1 
am free to say that I never should have given 
him the position of money clerk, where such a 
theft could be passible, but that would not be be- 
cause of anything he did while in my employ. 
Ou the contrary, he was 4 most 
exemplary clerk, and it wasn’t possible to put too 
much work upon him. He was prompt, attentive 
and careful. His couduct outside, so far as we 
heard, was very correct. But one day I received 
a letter from his father at Louisville which made 
me suspicious. The old gentieman want 
ed kuow what and how his son 
was doing, and said that, although he had 
written to the young man several times, he had 
not received a line ou reply. After that 1 never 
had the same confidence in Tiller as before. Still 
I never heard of any conduct on his part to war- 
rant the belief that he would steal. hen 1 leit 
here be still held a position where ne 
could do the company no great 
harm, even if he were so disposed.“ Frem Mr, 
R. G. Butler, who succeeded Mr. Temple as the 
company’s St. Louis agent, a very clear and eon 
nected account of the robbery was obtained this 
morning. and it is now very plain that there was 
nothing at all sudden about the crime so far as its 
perpetrator was concerned. Ou the contrary, it 
Was marked by tie greatest deliberation and 
boldness, and the maauer of its aceumplisament

A large express company like the Pacific handles 


each day almost as much 
one of the leading banks, and 
the nature of its transactions is such that 
there are far better opportunities for robbery 
than the banking business offers, Still, every de- 
vice that ingenuity can conceive for the protec- 
tion of the treasures in transit has been adopted 
by the companies, and it is very rarely that a suc- 
cessiul theft is perpetrated, save through the per- 
fidity of trusted empioyes. The Pacific Express 
Company has three men on duiy in its 
Offices all night, and the smallest foree ever on 
duty consists of à money clerk and a day watch- 
man, Who have charge ot the office during day- 
light hours on Sunday. The money clerk occu- 
piés an inclosure in thé main office, the wails of, 
which cousist of a wire grating about 7 feet high 
aud when be is in there he is completely isolated 
and could not be reached by a raiding party un- 
less they were to tear downthe railing. When 
an express messenger comes in a train, he carries 
his money packages in a satchel, and is admittea 
to an inciosure adjoining that pf 
the money clerk, and ot the same 
general description. A door is closed 
behind him, and he is a prisoner in the pen until 
such a time as he makes a settlement withthe 
money clerk, Who occupies the adjoluing pen and 
communicates with him throuch a small opening 
in the wire fence. After the messenger has hanu- 
ed his packages and his report through the 
wieket, aud both are found to be correct, the 
money clerk gives hima receipt, aud, toucling a 
spriug opens, the door of the messenger peu aud 
permits him to leave nil. A long row of these wire 
pens adjoins arow of money-clerk inelosures, 
and on week days they are occupied almost every 
hour in the day. Ou Sunday, however, few mes- 
sengers come in, and ove money clerk 
is sufficient to attend to them. The office is lo- 
Gated vn the noitheast corner of Fourth aud St. 
Charles streets. ‘Lhe front door, which opens on 
Fourth street, is kept securely locked on Sunday, 
and the waichman remains iu the rear office keep- 
ing a Watch on the two doors which open on to 
St. Charles street and the alley. 
These doors bave chain locks, aud 
They are not opened by the watchman except to 
adinit Messengers with their satchels. By noon 
N e all ine messen gers had reported, aud 
r. Tiller was alone in the forward money-clerx 
pers Mr. Butler baving remained until the rusb 
or the day was over, and naviug then gone home.

If found 
to contain currency, he passed them through the 
wicket to his pal, who stowed them away lu 1 
valise or other receptacle. If they coutaine 
checks er drafts, they were returned to the safe 
as Una vallable. In this way all the packages 
were sorted, and the quantity taken must have 
been fully a bushel. A number of packages of coin 
were not touched, as being too cumbersome. 
This work must have occupied over an hour, dur- 
ing Which time the watchman passed through the. 
office several times. The lower half of the walls 
of the messenger pens are Ol close boards, eonse- 
quently when anybody came into the office, the 
pal had but to stoop down, and the boaruing, to- 
gether with the gioom prevailing in the pens, 
made discovery impossible. Having fixed up the 
plunder, Tiller opened ihe way to the frout door, 
which he also uulocked.

A fact was learned ibis moruing which shows that 
the arrangements were completed on Saturday.

He had evidentiy just pur- 
chased it. He took it down into the basement 
and hid it in an out-of-the-way place, on 
top of some packages.

The grip-bags, of canvas, which are 
used in delivering „money packages, can 
be made to contaiad average money 
packages amounting to about . §30,000, 
and when filled ove of them is as much as &@ man 
wants to life. Ihe reason thes gare sv heavy is 
that a portion of the contents great many 
pacKages is coin, It was sung ted that they 
might have dumped out the conteni ., and abat- 
duned the enyeloves and silver, but Mr. Butler 
said that that could not be, because 
the coin and envelopes would naye been 
there to prove it, and they were not, They had 
taken the packages just as they found them, only 
making sure that they did not contain checks. 
the bulk was too great for the valise, they may 
have made up a paper parcel additional, It is 
probabie that there was a third mau outside, in 
view of the great weight of 
the plunder. As an experiment, this morning 
Mr. Butler had packages containing a total of 
about $30,000 put iutoa gripsack, und its weight 
Was such as to make certain that it would take 
at least two men to even Walk away With 860,000. 
Of course they had a carriage in waiting close by, 
but it would have to be sufficiently distant not to 
attract the aticution of the express people, 
Learning that Tiller roomed at 1122 Olive, Mr. 
Butler aad the officers went there and examined 
his effects, which had all been leit just as though 
he intended to return. They found a large num- 
ber of ynused mouey envelopes and printed slips 
of the Campany, aud Mr. Butler advances the the- 
ory that Tiller’s dishonest practices May have 
dated back for a considerable time. He could 
have no honest purpose in taking those envelopes 
home, and the probability is, Mr. Buller thiuks, 
that he was in the habit of taking to his room 
packages which were in transit rom points east 
of this city to points west, or vice versa, 
afd abstracting their contents. After he 
had used the money so long as tw 
render inquiry and detection possible, he 
could capture other packages, and from their con- 
teuts make up auplicates of those previously 
robbed, and forward them to their destination. 
This was about the only use he could have for the 
money envelopes at his room. There 
was nothing else amovg his  efieccts 
which had apy Significance, His photograph 
Was sought, but none could be found, and 
to-day a telegram was sent to the company’s 
Louisville agent, instructing him to obtain 
A PHOTOGRAPH 
from the young man's father. The youth was 
very iadustrious, bat reticent, and bad no asso- 
ciates in the office. Itis reported that he has of 
late had a female consort, but there is nothing to 
indicate that he was lavish in his 
expenditures in that direction. lie 
had the entire confidence of his superiors, and 
they were very slow to accept the theory of his 
crime after the Waiclman’s strange discoveries 
were reported to them. Who his .associate is, is 
a matter beyond even the conjecture of 
the express people. The company

WASHINGTON. March 8,+Ex-Marshat Strobac 
was again before Mr. Springer's committee to- 
day.

A Victim of Drunken Rage Shot in 
Cold Blood.

Terrible Termination of Domestic In- 
felicity—A Crime as Deliberate as it 
Was Deadly—The Woman ia the Case. 


At about 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon, Leon- 
ara Weindel, President of the Weindeland Wirth- 
lin Manufacturing Company, returned to his 
home No. 2092 Victor sireet, after spending the 
day abroad, aud, becoming enraged because bis 
dinner Was not prepared to his satisfaction, went 
out again among tlie neighbors, borrowed a re- 
volver with which he shot his wife, inflicting a 
wound from whieh, in all probability, she will 
die, The possible wife-murderer, who is one of 
the wealthiest men in the southwestern 


rtion of the city, made strenuous efforts to keep 
is crime a secret, in whieh ne was very ably 
seconded by Sergeant McNamee, who devoted all 
his energies to keep reporters and others who had 
gained an inkling of the news from learning the 
hole truth. The usual result followed; the hunt 
for the facts in the case was renewed with all ihe 
greater vigor in consequence of the opposition 
thrown in the way, and circumstances were 
brought to light in connectiom with the crime 
Which, otherwise, would iu ail probability have 
remained secret. The details of the crime are of 
a most horrible nature. The uulortu- 
nate victim, a worthy woman who has 
raised a large family to ner husband, bas, 
it is stated, been very jealous of him 
for some time past, and, while the poor dinner 
which old Weindei ¢ompiained of may have sup- 
lied the immediate cause of irritations, they 
ad already been drawn apart by the fact a“ 
ready mentioned. hen Mr. Weindel came 
home yesterday afteritioon he was considerably 
under the influence of liquor, and tne slight cause 
of an objectionable meal aroused him to an 
uncontroliable fit of tury. He leit the house 
without, stating bis purpose and returned in 
about a quarter of an hour. He at ouce went to 
the room where his wife was sitting, drew a 
Smith & Wessen revolver, which he had sueceed- 
ed in borrowing, and, pointing it at her, told 
her that he intended to kill her, 
The woman sereamed and ran out inte 
the ball and toog refuge ia a closet. Wemdel was 
close behind, aud as soon as the eloset door Was 
closed he fired through the panel, A pierein 
scream and à fall which followed immediately al- 
ter the pistol’s report, showed that his shot had 
been directed with precision, and when Juhu 
Wemdel, the son of the would-be murderer, and 
viher members of the family rushed up and arew 
the wounded woman [fom tue Closet r, where 
they found her lying, she Was in an imsensible 
condition. She railied, bowever, on being iaid 
upon her bed, and Dr. Finley was at once sett 
for. His examination showed that the ball from 
Wemdel’s revolver had struck the unfortunate. 
woman io the left thigh. The wound was probed, 
bullet was not found.

A reference 
was madeto a report that Mr. Weindel was 
subject to au affeetion’’ calculated to drive him 
to such an act, but the lady, apologizing tur her 
demeanor, laugned, as she said: “The ouly thing 
that ever affecied him was being tight. He often 
got tight and was very bad-tempered when under 
the influence of liquor.“ The reporter took a 
walk among the belghbors, and Was not long in 
filuding out that there was a lady in the case, and 
that tue domestic imfelicity in the vridal home 
was due to her influence over the old man. A 
few weeks ago a flower-dealer named Julius 
Jaeger, who iived at the time at No. 1814 
Sidney street. was divorced from his wife, who 
proved to the satisfaction of the court that her 
husband hau been very cruel to her, and succéed- 
ed in obtaining a decree which gave her a very 
hundsome slice of her husband’s property. Tie 
husband himself told the story of his 
woes to the reporter. He said; 
“My wie is a Woman 37 years 
ola. I married ber six years ago, at whicu 
time 

SHE WAS THE WIDOW 
of Mr. Wirthiin, Wau was the partner of Mr. 
Weindelin their chair manufactory. We lived 
happily for some years aud were making money. 
I kept a saloon on the corner, and old Weindel 
began coming around and paylug attention to my 
wiie. From that time ali my bappiness was gone, 
My wife neglectea her home and ehmdren and 
used to go round to Conraa’s and other places 
with old Wiendel, This caused troubie between 
us, and I avknowiledge that one day I was driven 
to such desperation by her conduct that 1 gave 
her a licking. I had à good defense, but the day 
the divorce Case came to trial my principal wit- 
ness Was absent,and, as the court would not grant 
me any delay We went to trial, and the resun 
was that my wife got her divorce and all my im- 
proved properiy here—all except forty-six feet, 
which I was allowed to retain. I could have 
shown that sbe was off with him round town 
when she should bave been attending to ber busi- 
ness at home, I understaud that she is now living 
at No. 3381 old Lux street, in a flat which has 
been rented for her by My. Weindel, and that he 
is spending the bulk of his time in her company 
there.” The reporter went to the house described, 
and found nobody at home to his repeated ring- 
ings and kuockings. The upper story of the 
house bore very clear evidences, as far as could 
be judged from the outside, of very elegant 
interior furuishing. The windows were ricnly 
curtained with laces and velyeis, and the general 
appearance Was that of refinement and luxury.

within one week. This Was the casein which 
Mrs. Stephenson sued for damayes sustained by 
reason of being thrown from ber carriage at 
Cianning avenue and Olive street by a collision 
with a wagon of the Winkeimeyer Brewing 
Association.

The people—the vuigar herd—-Wno 
auring the past century, have been the object of 
very little aite tion or solicitude on the part of 
tive Russian Government, have suadenly,in the 
past five years, assumed au importance in the 
eyes of that Government so momentous that it 
asserts itseif even iu sleeping hours. A few dyn- 
amite bombs, a few nimble stilettcs, 
a few well aimed fire-arms, and a few 
ounces of subtie poison bave dove what neither 
the visible sufferings, the pitiful prayers nor the 
desperate threats of the downtrodden millions 
utterly failed to do. These Nihilists are emmently 
practical fellows in the Une of their work, 
although tc the world they appear as fanatics 
monomaniacs, infact. They reason that, though 
tlie Russian Government has proven that It is not 
susceptible to any Kindly or charitable sentimept, 
it is composed of men, and all men can be itnflu- 
enced by fear—the meaner the men the more po- 
teut this influence. Having determined for them- 
selves that the emancipation of the people is an 
end thai jusiilies any means, they had no difficulty 
in concluding that the means most worthy of 
adoption were those which would prove most ef- 
fective. A little more blood in a national tragedy 
wiuch had been marked by oceans of it Was not 
worthy of their consideration, even though they 
furnished some of it from their own arteries. In 
all other systein«tized conspiracies of the people 
against odious governments, the question of how 
to do their work without risking the lives of the 
aggressors has always beeu one of the first impor- 
tance. With the Nihilists the lives of 
the men who throw the bombs or ply 
the knife are nothing 80 long as 
the work is well done and tue plans for future 
operations are not exposed. With other histo- 
rical forms of conspiracy, the actors have., as a 
rule, beceu animated by a teellug of hatred for 
some persoualily or of revenge for some particu- 
lar wrong. With the Nihilists personality is 
nothing. and iugividual hatred has no part in 
thelr motives. 

THEY WAGE WAR 

against a principle, and the wage it so coldly, so 
remorselessiy, that, be the representative of that 
priuciple a beloved friend or a near relative. 
or be he never so admirable or exemplary in his 
personal character, he is sacrificed with the same 
certainty as though he were a demon incarnate, 
ora mortal enemy of those who ‘‘remove” him. 
In other countries secret revolutionary parties 
have been unable to survive more than three or 
four acts uf violence in pursuance of a common 
purpose, because an arrest Of three or four of 
their members bas been almosticertain to resuit 
in such disciosures at to enable the offended gov- 
ernment to crush the organization or cripple 
it 80 badly as to reuder it pow- 
erless. Fenianism, in its several forms, is a 
striking example of this. The movements of such 
orgahizauons, moreover, have almost uniformly 
depended for their enthusiasm upon some par- 
ticular event ox animosity, and consequentiy were 
intermittent or characterizea by a vacillation of 
purpose if strong contrast With the even, steady 
and desperate course of the Nibillsts. To the 
latter au arrest ot one or two ot their number, 
however great the certainty of their punisiument, 
imports bo danger for the balance of the organt- 
zation, lor a traitor is a farity among them, 
while martyrdem has wo terrors for apy.

ut pose based on principle, but to some specific 
hnposition by the Government which was soon 
forgutien. Ip 1866, however, wien Karakazoft 
attempted the life of the Czar, the present organ- 
ization took root, and it bas grown steadily ever 
since, Your Corresvondent recently canie into 
possession of some facts cuncerniug the man who, 
ior many years, Was the mainspring of 
the organization, which cannot dut 
prove inieresng to your readers. His 
name was Nechayeff, and it was he who first un- 
dertook the Work Ol Uniting Lhe scattered secret 
orders throughout Russia in a commou body with 
a common purpose, namely, the overthrow of tne 
Absolute form of monarehy which prevailed. He 
is described as a man of broad views, ugselfish 
spirit, and a courage that Was simply phenome- 
nal, An humble native of KiomovtovKa, he ear! y 
showed rare inteliectual powers, which attraeteu 
the attention of the clergy, and through their u- 
fluence he was sent to St. Petersburg to act as a 
teacher of religion. Without any school advant- 
ages be, throuch his stuobornuess of purpose, 
educated uimselt, devoting much time to history 
and philosophy, aud, having the iustincis of a 
patriot, he gave much of his timeto devising a 
plan 1 575 1 a condition of the 
eople. ere Was hothing of the dem:

Sbertly before he went vo Swiizer- 
land, ayoung student named Ivanoff, wo was 
his intimate personal friend anda Nihilist, was 
seized with remorse and announced that he id 
no longer give alleglauce to the cause.

Nechayeff, 
his vosom friend, was commissioned his exeeu- 
tioner, and without questioning the justice of the 
order, Nechayeff assassinated the youhg man. It 
was the discovery of this murder which first 
called the attention of the Government to the or- 
der. The reward of 20,000 {franes roved 
tent, and the Zurich Prefee of 
olice, named Pfenninger, in 1872 delivered 
Nechayeffl over to the Russian Government with 
the strong disapproval of the municipal council 
of that place. he prisoner was taken to St. Pe- 
tersburg ana tried ona charge of killing Ivanoff 
for the purpose of robbery, the Government 
deeming it best to disguise the real mutive. His 
defeuse was that his crime was political in its 
nature, but, after being terribly beaten by the 
svidiery for his treasonable remarks lu court, he 
was sentenced totwenty years’ servitude ip 81 
beria. This sentence was merely a blind,“ as 
the Government, which began to feel dauger in 
the air, was determined to endeavor to extort 
from uim a revelation of the Nibilistic combina- 
tien and plans, He was aecordinzly committed toa 
dungeon in St. Petersburg, under the fortress of 
SS. Peter and Paul, instead of being sent to SI- 
beria, and there he was visited by men of title 
and by emissaries of the Government, all of 
whom endeavored, by blandisumeuts, promises 
of reward and every other diplomatic process, to 
induce him to betray his comrades. e laughed 
ut them, and assured them that all he could tell 
them about Niluilism was that they would do well 
to beware of it and to mend their ways, for retri- 
bution was certain if they did not. He sent 
word directly to the Czar that nothing but 
a constitutional monarchy could save him and his 
government. Gen. Putahoff vistted Nechayeff 
one day, and, being at th: bead of the Govern- 
ment detective service, he labored long to get 
from the prisoner a written confession.’ Failing, 
he resorted to threats of torture, at which reflee- 
tlon Nechayelf became so indignant that, despite 
the presence of officers aud guards, be slapped the 
General very vivientiy on tue mouth. This $e 
ctired him the application of ali the methods o: 
punisumeut ihen in vogue im the prisorf, one of 
them being a set of chajus and a rod wiiien held 
him in such a position that he could neither 
stand nor lie down. The high character of the 
risoner’s callers, together with the deference 
heretofore shown him, inspired the attendants 
with a large degree of respect for him; and this, 
strengthened Ly the fact that the Russian soldiery 
are little betier ecuntented that the civilians, en- 
ablea the prisoner to secure lor Limself a hearing 

from them.

of the principle for which he was fighting, of what 
his comrades hoped to attain, of how their success 


meant the welfare of the soldlery as well as ol | 


the serfs, and these aud many other methods 
which his great ingenuity and diplomacy 
suggested. He finally enlisted the sympathy of as 
many as seventeen of the afteudant soldiers. He 
bad a powerful text on which to. preach to them 
in a young officer named Slevick,who occupied a 
dark cell next to his, aud who, through long um- 
prisonment, had become a raving mauiac. Young 
Sheviek’s offense had been that of reproaching 
the Emperor for ravishing his (Slievick’s) sister 
Through mis soldier recruits to the army of 
Ninilism, Nechayeff kept up a constant cor- 
respondence witli the Nihilistic Ex ecutive Com- 
iniitee,and not ouly directeg their in ovements, but 
kept fully posted as to all that was transpiring in 
the order, He kept up too, au easy intercourse 
with two other offenders like himself, Mirski and 
Shirayeff, who were in the same prison—Mirski 
for attempting the life of Gen. Dreutelu and 
Shirayef! tor being ove of those who constructed 
the mine under tue Moscow ratiway for the pur- 
pose of blowing up the Emperor's train. A plot 
was arranged by which Nechayeff and his ſel- 
low Prisoners Were certain of securing 
their liberty, aud Nechayeff communicated 
iw to his iriends op the outside. They, 
however, Were just at that time engaged in com- 
pletlug the drrangements for the assassination 
of the Czar, Whieh soon afterwards took place. 
In order to effect the releasaqot the prisoners the 
committee would have to abandon their assassi- 
nation plot, aud they were in doubt what to do. 
They held Nechayeff in the greatest of reverence, 
his sufferings aud loyalty to their cause having 
made of hima demi-gou; but so schovied were 
they in the idea that all personal considerations 
should be subordinated to the one common 
object of overthrowing the Governinent, that 
they were loth to abandon the Killing of the Czar, 
even though by so doing they could save Necha- 
yell and their two other leaders. In this dilemma 
they determined to leave tile question to be de- 
termined by the prisoners themselves. Through 
tue aid Of the soldiers agaiu, Jelaboff, the man 
who was to be the executioner of the Czar, was 
sinuggied into the prison, where he conversed 
with the three prisoners and submitted the 
ease to them. Each one in turn, when asked 
whether he preferred his own life and liberty or 
the Czat’s death, declared in favor of the latter, 
and forbade any attempt at rescue. Jelaboff re- 


turned to the Executive Committee and made his 


report. 
THE THREE PRISONERS 
were left to their fate, Miriski and Shirayeff be- 
ing executed soon afterward. The Executive Com. 
mittee gave their entire attention to the Czar, aud 
not long thereafter,as he rode along with bB 
revue, a Woman named Sophia Perovskaya, 
standing on the edge of ihe crowd that 
lined the streets, waved ber handkerchief to 
Kysakoff and Heymiewiecki, two men who stood 
opposite Opposite ber. instantiy they tirew the 
bombs, and in another seeoud the Czar was fatally 
mangied. The men were arrested, aud every 
torture Was applied, but they only grimuy smiled, 
aud died Without making any revelation, The wo- 
man-Was also arrested, and lu her possessiun was 
fouad à letter Whicu had evidentiy been written 
in the 88.

His ink being taken from bin, 
Nechayeff wrote a last communication to the bew 
Ozar in Dleod, taken from his arm, compiaining 
of the treatment to which he was beiug subjected, 
and called attention to the fact 
that the warnings be had, iven 
seven years before were being fulfilled. Meun- 
while the detective service managed to discover 
this seventeen soldiers who had sided the prison.

THE CAHOKIA MYSTERY, 


Further Investigation by Corener Bader 
A Quiet Election—East St. Leuis News. 

The mutilated remains of the unknown man 
found Saturday near Cahokia were removed to 
Benner’ livery stable Saturday evening, and vis- 
ited yesterday by large crowds of people from 
Cahokia, St. Louis and East St. Leuis, but the 
manner of the victim’s death remaifis as much a 
mystery as when found. Saturday morning some 


children discovered a dog scratching on the read- 
side and growling considerably over something it 
had unearthed. A closer investigation revea 

| the fact that the dog had exhumed 8 
corpse. The children ran to the village and not 
fled several meu of their ghastly fad, and in a 
short tine a large crowd were at tue scene, dig- 
ging up the crouud and piling ina heap tue dis- 
emboweled remams of a man. The body was 
hacked in small pieces, the bones in many cases 
| beiug broken in pieces, and even the heart 
} severed in two. ho bead, one leg and other 
‘portions of the bedy are still missing, but 
à large foree of men commeneed 
| searchiug in the vicinity of Cahokia this morumg 
and are in hopes of finding the missing members 
| and possibly ideuufying the victim aud fasten- 
| ing the brutal murder on some one. Coronor Ba- 
der held an inquesi over the recuvered remains 
Saturday, the jury returning a Verdict to the ef 
fect thatthe man was murdered by seme un 
Known parties. A man and woman seen in the 
| neiguborhood of Cahokia last Tuesday are sus- 
| pected of being the murderers, but the only 


round for suspecting them is that they were 


| bespaitered with mud. The county authorities 
piace little credence in the supposition that the 
man was murdered, and meline to the opinion 
that the work of mutilation was accomplished by 
medical studentsin St. Louis and portions of tue 
body carried to Cahokia after the experiments, 
The trightf{ul manner in which the remains found 
arecutand sawed proves beyond a doubt that 
hours were consumed in the mutilation, and the 
fact that the portious of the body found were 
scarcely covered With earth seems to shoW that 
little effort was made to conceal them. The re- 
mains at Benner's will be kept a few days in 
hopes of beiug identified, and will then be buried 
by the county.

BUFFALO, N. V., Maren A ertsis in the 
trouble of St. Bohifuce’s German Uathoiic Churen, 
which began on the last Sunday in January, éc- 
curred yesterday morning when Bishop Ryan 
Closed the ehurch doors aguinst the congregatiog 
and ordered the priest, the Rev. Chrysostem Wag- 
ner, to return to the cathedral.

WILL SOON BEC BUNNING. 


The End of the Green Glass Workers’ Strike 
Expected Very Seon. 
Prospects are brighter now for an early re- 
sumption of work in the green bottle glass fac- 
tories of North St. Louis than at any time since 
the inauguration of the strike on July 1, 1883. Up 
to last Wednesday indications fora start were of 
the most gloomy character. Thursday the situa- 
tion changed slightly. Friday night the an- 


nouncement was telegraphed from Pittsburg 
that a meeting of workmen and manufacturers 
would be held lO-hight in that city, 
with a view to, if possible, of bringing the strike 
to an end. This morning a reporter of the Post- 
DIsPATCH called upon a Well-Kvowa manufac- 
turer to get his opinion upon tie probable out- 
come of the conferenge to be heid to-nignt * 
think,” said the gentleman, “that the meeting 
will have the effect of bridging over the difficulty. 
I, however, do nat wish to be understood as saving 
that the manufacturers will be the first to break- 
This, lam satisfied, will not be the case, but J 
am fully eenvinced that coucessions will de made 
on both sides. It will be necessary. The gen- 
eral impression to-day is that the green glass 
manufnctories of North St. Louis and throughout 
the United States wil! all be belching forth 
smoke and fire within the next ten days, 
and that the vast army of men and boys 
who earn their living in this employment will be 
at work within the next six days. The giass- 
blowers’ strike has been the longest and most 
biter ever knewn in the West, and, probably, in 
the country. One of the results of the shut-down 
in North St. Louis was to throw out of employ- 
ment at least 1,000 men and withheld over a quar- 
ter of a million of dollars from circuila ion. 
Groups of giass workers can be seen to-day siand- 
ing on the street corners discussing the situation, 
wishing for a change, and anxiously awaiting the 
news from Pittsburg, the seat of war. Some 
of the most despoudent ones are inclined to think 
that to-day’s meeting will fall through, and leave 
them ou ile same groumd they were at the be- 
ginning of the trouble. 

The best post and most intelligent are fully 
satisfied that the conference to-night will termi- 
nate the strike. The resumption of the green glass 
work factories willbe to throw awet blanket 
ever the flint or white glass manufacturers. For 
this branch of the interest bas received numerous 
orders for wares that they would not have 
handle had the green glass factories been in 
operation.
